FATAL MOTOR ACCIDENT. 


(Betere Mr. Justice Sullivan.) 

Allan J. Wylie was indicted for the man- 
slaughter of Ma Evelyn Watts, at Kil- 
nagleary, Carrigaline, Co. Cork, on June 10th, 
1 


r. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) pro- 
secuted: Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by 
Messrs. Noyk and O'Reilly) defended. 

Mr. Carri said that the accused was 
charged with the manslaughter of a young 
lady by knocking her down with his motor 
gar at Kilnag Bridge, on the main road 
between Crosshaven and Carrigaline, Co. Cork. 
She was in the side car of a motor cycle, when 
the defendant, in a grossly negligent manner, 
drove his Buick motor car into her, and she 
was hutled over the fence and sustained 
injuries which resulted in death. The road 
was ; and there was no excuse whatever 
for the occurterice, except that it resulted 
from the gross c ssness of the prisoner.

The electric: lighting is laid out on a 
generous scale in the most up-to-date manner, 
with dual controls. The shop windows are 
lighted from the transom with ex-ray re- 
flectors, and fitted with time switches to 
control lighting.

Separate power supplies are provided: for 
the lift installation and work-rooms. 

The entire structure has been completed 
and fitted out inside eleven months, including 
the taking down and removal of the buildings 
on the site.

The three principal floors are served by a 
handsome oak staircase, with square turned 
balusters and newels, fumed and polished, 
with a central well-hole and passenger lift 
from the basement to the second floor. 

A workers’ entrance is provided at the end 
of Fleet street, with a separate fireproof 
stairs leading to the top floor, and serving 
each floor with lavatories arranged off each 
landing. _ Exits are provided into the flat 
roof for fire escape purposes from either end 
of the building. e goods entrance is at 
the back, served from the private Janeway 
leading off Fleet street.

The walls 
are finished in Irish cement plaster, giving a 
hard, glossy and sanitary surface. 

All the sanitary arrangements are up-to- 
date, special attention being given to the 
finish and arrangement of the workers’ 
lavatories.

The camber recommended was 1 in 40, 
though 1 in 50 is adopted by such an 
authority as Mr. Robinson, of Surrey. 

It was pointed out that by banking the 
curves it is found that the traffic tends to 
keep to the right side of the road rather than 
hug the crown or even cut the corner.

PAINT NOW. 


The desirability of putting in hand indoor 
painting and decorative work in the winter 
months, when the painting trade is slack is 
urged by Mr. W. G. Sutherland, secretary 
of the Painters’ and Decorators’ Industrial 
Joint Council, who gives four good reasons 
for adopting this course :— 

ní The householder who puts work in hand 
in the slack season gets the pick of the men, 
and hence the best work. 

(2) The master decorator has time to give 
individual attention, which is not possible 
during the “‘rush” season. 

(3) The state of business must inevitably 
have an effect upon the estimates to the ad- 
vantage of the householder who places work 
in the winter. 

(4) It is bad business to support men on the 
“dole” when there is work for them to do, 
and it is only a matter of rearranging dates to 
keep them busy. 


OXYGEN IN IRISH INDUSTRY. 


ee 


An tent ceremony took place in Bel- 
fast, when the Irish Oxygen Works, situated 
at Sydenham road, were formally opened by 
the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, Minister of 
Labour for Northern Ireland. The works 
are owned by ‘“ Liquid Air, Ltd.,”’ and the 
Chairman, Mr. O. Simonis, who presided, 
said that when on a visit to. Belfast last 
February he received considerable encourage- 
ment from both the local shipbuilding firms 
and particularly from Messrs. Workman, 
lark and Co., to open a branch establish- 
ment, and they now saw the result. Those 
works would have an important bearing on 
costs of production, for it meant that oxygen, 
instead of being about £5 per 1,000 cubic 
feet, could now be bought at between 40s. 
and 50s, Ie 1,000. That, of course, meant 
that Northern Ireland could now compete ix 
all branches of industry in which oxygen 
was empl with the firms in Great 
Britain. The quantity of oxygen consumed 
in Ireland, exclusive of that used by a local 
firm of shipbreakers, was from 60,000 to 
80,000 cubic feet per week, and the ge 
which had just been oponed was capable of 
producing 160,000 cubic feet per week.

Britain and Egypt. 


The firm policy of His Majesty's 
Government in Egypt has had excellent 
results. After a series of meaningless 
protests and objections the Egyptian 
Government has accepted the British 
terms which were refused by Zaghlul 
Pasha, and Viscount Allenby has gained a 
bloodiess victory. Of course, it would be 
foolish to imagine that the Egyptian 
problem has been settled. Ziwar Pasfia's 
““weakness ” in acquiescing in Britain’s 
demands is condemned: on all sides by the 
Nationalist Party. The vernacular Press 
is loud in its denunciation of this 
“ betrayal,” and declares that, as soon as 
Zaghlul Pasha returns to power, the agree- 
ment must be repudiated immediately. 
Ziwar Pasha and his colleagues are very 
unpopular with the extremists, chiefly 
because they came forward to save Egypt 
at a moment when the recalcitraice of 
th | Zaghlul and his friends easily might have 
involved it in disaster. They may be able 
to hold office until the present discontents 
have had time to resolve themselves; but 
the probability is that their lease of 
political life will be very short. Egypt 
is honeycombed with secret societies, 
nearly every one of which exists for 
the purpose of making British rule 
impossible; and the fact that for -the 
moment they are quiescent is no guarantee 
of their future good behaviour. Britain 
has succeeded in teaching the Egyptians 
that she will not tolerate the murder of 
her servants. Now she must tackle the 
political problem, and so much depends 
on the good government of Egypt that 
no time ought to be lost. 

Speaking at a luncheon in London yes- 
terday, the Foreign Secretary dealt very 
ably with the arguments of those who 
think that the Egyptian problem 
ought to be referred to the League 
of Nations. The League is an extremely 
estimable and, in many respects, a useful 
institution ; but it certainly is not capable 
of solving the domestic problems of the 
British Empire. The time may come 
when Geneva will possess the confidence 
of mankind and act as a Court of Appeal 
for the world; but that time is not yet. 
Only yesterday, in his message to Congress, 
President Coolidge. reiterated his deter- 
mination to keep America out of the 
League; and that fact alone would 
be sufficient to render it unfit to deal with 
matters of such great import as the 
Egyptian affair. No nation in Europe 
would submit a purely domestic problem 
‘to the League. When France invaded the 
Ruhr she did not consult Geneva; and 
Signor Mussolini paid small heed to the 
League of Nations when he decided to 
punish the Greeks last year for the 
murders on the Albanian frontier. Both 
these cases were international; the. case 
of Egypt. is nothing of the sort. The 
position was made quite clear in 1922 
when Britain informed the world at large 
that she would not tolerate any external 
interference in Egyptian affairs, and all 
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which will satisfy at once the national 
aspirations of the Egyptians and the 
reasonable demands of Imperial policy.

Progress in Germany. 
' There is confident hope in Germany that 
Herr Marx will be returned as Chancellor 
as a result of next Sunday’s elections. The 
moderates are believed to be winning all 
along the line, and the two extreme parties, 
the Communists and General Ludendorff's 
Monatchists, are expected to suffer heavy 
losses. The Communists are veering round 
to the support of the Socialists, who may 
gain such a number of seats from the 
members of the extreme wing as would 
make them the largest group in the new 
Reichstag. Since the reactionary party is 
dissatisfied with the attitude of its repre- 
sentatives to the Dawes plan, it is likely 
to suffer greatly by abstentions from the 
polls. While it is quite possible that the 
Government may be strong enough to hold 
office without the support of Herr 
Stresemann’s People’s Party, it is not 
believed that this party will join the 
Opposition. The People’s Party is largely 
representative of the big industrial interests 
and is not hostile to the working of the. 
London Protocol. Its first wish is to see 
the industries of the Fatherland placed 
on their feet again through the revival of 
international trade. Herr Stresemann 
probably will be offered a place in the 
Government. The Presidential contest will 
be held next spring, and Herr Marx pro- 
bably will secure election, in which event 
it is believed that Herr Ebert will succeed 
him as Chancellor. It is a hopeful.sign 
that there are indications of a stable and 
moderate Government in Germany. The 
Germans are a practical people, although 
since the war they have been misled to 
some extent by appeals to sentiment; 
and now they are well on the ‘way 
towards recovery. Their currency has been 
stabilised and their trade relations with 
other countries are improving. An Anglo- 
German Commercial Treaty, with an 
accompanying Protocol, was signed on 
Tuesday, under which German banks will 
be allowed to reopen in the City of 
London and Germans will be allowed to 
serve on British ships. In return Great 
Britain will. be treated as a “most 
favoured nation’’ and essential British 
products will be admitted into the Reich 
on payment of the lowest tariffs, The 
twemty-six- per cent. reparation duty. re- 
mains. The important feature of the 
settlement is the fact that the ban on 
Germans, as Germans, in England is re- 
moved, and British traders in Germany 
gain a reciprocal concession as regards 
their status. Germany no longer can 
complain of victimisation and her people 
will have an open field for fair trade in 
British markets. The return of German 
bankers to London will serve to intensify 
the competition in some classes of busi- 
ness—probably to the advantage of both: 
countries—and the favourable terms given 
to British importers to Germany ought to 
have a stimulating effect on British trade. 
The abolition of the embargo against 
German seamen has given rise to some 
criti¢ism im the British Press, but, on the 
whole, the agreement is welcomed in busi- 
ness circles as a step towards that com- 


mercial revival which Europe needs.

A Proper Sentence. 


The career of a very resolute milk 
swindler sustained a salutary check yes- 
terday in the Dublin District Court, when 
Mr. Collins, K.C., sent him to prison for 
three months, One month earlier, to the 
day, before the same magistrate the same 
man, Laurence O’Hanlon, was fined in 
four sums of £20 apiece for like offences— 
the sale of milk adulterated with water— 
and several previous convictions had been 
recorded against him. Then Mr. Collins 
said that, if the Dublin County Council, 
which prosecuted, had asked for imprison- 
ment, he would have imposed it. Now 
Mr. Collins, asked or unasked, has in- 
flicted that penalty, and has struck thereby 
a very useful blow for honest trading and 
for the health of Dublin. The sale of 
watered milk—in this case to the extent 
of 164 per cent.—is a peculiarly wicked 
and mean offence against all classes of 
the citizens, and. especially against the 
normally underfed children of the poor. 
It has been manifest for a long time that 
milk swindling is such a lucrative business 
that even large and repeated fines have 
little effect on the offenders. Imprison- 
ment, however, is likely to be a real 
deterrent, and we hope that the precedent 
which Mr. Collins set yesterday will be 
followed henceforward in all cases where 
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infallible.

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THE LOCALGOVERNMENT BILL| 


Progress was made with the Committee 
stage of the Local Government Bill in 
he Dail yesterday. The Minister in 
tharge of the bill accepted an amendment 
to the effect that an election should ‘take 
place within three years from the date 
when a local authority has been dissolved. 

Major Bryan Cooper called for a return 
which would show the effect of the tariffs 
which were introduced in the last Budget 
to protect six industries.

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce said that he could not supply the 
information required. He had no power 
to examine traders’ books, but he could

FRENCH WAY WITH 


“ PROFITEERS.’’ 


lhe Sneaker took the chair at 3.10. 

Major Cooper asked the Minister for 
External Affairs if any report had been 
received from the Saorstat representatives 
in Paris as to the measures undertaken by the 
French Government to combat “ profiteer- 
ing; ” and whether, in the event of no such 
report having been received, he would call 
for one giving details of the measures 
adopted, and the effects thereof, and lay 
the report, when received, on the table. 

Mr. D. Fitzgerald said that the report 
had not yet been received, but inquiries had 
been made as to what information was avail- 
pe on the matter. On receipt of that in- 
ormation the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce would consider whether any useful 
purpose would be served by laying the infor- 
mation on the table. 


UNTENANTED LAND IN GALWAY. 


In reply to Mr. James Cosgrave, Mr. 
Hogan, Minister for Lands and Agriculture, 
stated that the Land Commission had agreed 
to purchase, under the Land Act, 1923, over 
2,700 acres of untenanted land in the 
County Galway,; and, in addition, they had 
provisionally gazetted 10,193 acres, and nego- 
liations were proceeding in respect of other 
lands in that county. 


THE SESSION. 


Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that on the previous day 
a question had been asked by Mr. Johnson as 
to the interpretation of the word “ session” in 
the Constitution. He (the Minister) re- 
vretted that owing to the absence of Minis- 
ters and of the Vice-President owing to a 
bereavement in his family it was not 
possible to have a meeting of the Execn- 
tive Council, so that he could not give a 
definite statement on the point. Another 
question that had been asked was as to the 
date of the recess. That also would be de- 
finitely fixed at the next meeting of the 
Council. It was, however, their aim to 
have the adjournment by the 12th inst., and 
it was their proposal a to meet again until 
the end of January or the beginning of 
February. 

It might.be necessary to resume sitting for 
a day or two after the 12th, for the purpose 
of considering amendments from the Senate 
to bills which had been sent up, and which 
were now proceeding. He would urge on 
the Executive Council the advisability of 
retuining the Dail in séssion until such time 
as he would have received a preliminary 
statement of the views of the experts in con- 
necton with the Shannon scheme. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


The House resumed the debate on the 
Local Government Bill in Committee. 

Professor Thrift moved to amend Section 53 
by deleting the words “ extravagant or un- 
necessary ” as relating to payments made out 
ot the funds of a local authority. 

Mr. Burke said that the section had been 
drafted with the intention of meeting a diffi- 
cult sitaation, There was no doubt that there 
had been a great deal of extravagance in the 
administration of public bodies within the 
last few years. He had been forced to adopt 
very stringeent measure to put down that ex- 
travaganee. He had appointed Commissioners 
to take up the administration of some of those 
hodies, and he was not anxious to continue 
that method; but some protection should be 
given to the ratepayers. 

Mr. Wilson said that he thought the words 
ought to be retained in the section. 

On a division the amendment was passed 
by 29 votes to 17, and Section 53, as amended, 
stood part of the bill. 


LIBRARIES, 
Mr. Burke, moving Section 57, which en

poses to give County Councils power to t 
the Pubhe Libraries (Ireland) Act, 1855, for 
the whole or part of their county, exclusive of 
any urban district. The section, he said, 
would meet the wishes of the Carnegie Trust, 
which had allocated about £45, for the 
vears 1921-1925. The allocation of that sum 
was dependent on the passing of a measure of 
this kind. 

Major Cooper suggested an amendment by 
which library committees might be enabled 
to spend money on providing lectures on 
popular subjects, In one or two places where 
library committees had organised lectures— 
Rathmines among them—the committee had 
heen surcharged with the expense, it having 
heen held as illegal to spend money on any- 
thing but books and salaries of librarians. In 
Rathmines children’s lectures were organised, 
and they were much appreciated and were 
very useful. Would it not be beter to spend 
part of the penny rates on lectures than on 
books which would not be read? 

Mr. Johnson said that lectures would add 
creatly to the value of the libraries. 

Professor Thrift and Mr. Good supported

Mr. Burke said that he was impressed by

Mr. Johnson said that all he asked was 
that there should be a limit to the period— 
two or t ears.

have any effect unless and until it has been 
approved by resolution of each House.” 
e said that the system of dissolving 
— bodies was: too drastic. Seventeen 
cal bodies and two Corporations had been 
dissolved. Why were they dissolved ? 
Mr. Conor Hogan—Because they deserved 
it. (Laughter.) 
Mr, Everett said that those bodies were 
not dissolved because of maladministration, 
bud because they appointed Republican chair- 
men, or mí resolutions against the Go- 
vernment's policy.

EFFECT OF TARIFFS, 


Major Bryan Cooped moved for a return 
showing the number of persons, male and 
female, employed in the Saorstat in the 
manufacture of (1) boots and shoes; (2) 
confectionery (including jam); (3) soap; (4) 
candles; (5) bottles; il commercial motor 
bodies, together with the maximum and 
minimum wages paid in each industry on 
lst April, 1924, and 1st October, 1924, respec- 
tively; and, further, that a similar return 
be rendered to the Dail quarterly in future. 
He said that the six trades which he had 
enumerated were selected by the Minister for 
Finance for an experiment in protection, and 
protective duties of varying degrees were 
imposed. The chief justification for protec- 
tion was that it would give more employ- 
ment, and he had put down his motion in 
the hope of getting information on that im- 
portant matter. : 

Mr. Heffernan seconded. 

Mr. McGilligan (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) said that the figures for the six 
trades would not give the actual effect of 
tariffs, because they might have affected and 
increased employment in other trades. It 
would be im ible for him to give the de- 
tails asked for at present. He would re- 
quire a larger staff and power to compel em- 
ployers to supply the particulars. He would 
an gá to ask firms concerned with the 
six trades to give him details as to the 
people in their employment and the wages 
paid for a week in April, 1924, and a week 
in December, 1924, and he could present it 
to the Dail, but he objected to giving guar- 
terly returns. He would set about getting 
those details as soon as possible. 

Mr. Baxter said that the subject matter of

asked for would require compulsory powers 
to obtain. No member of the House would 
be satisfied with the details that would be 
supplied by any firm. He had no power to 
examine a trader’s books. In the boot and 
shoe trade there were 1,800 insurable 
workers, but that was the only definite 
figure that he could Eve Owing to fore- 
stalling, which could not be provided 
against, the protective tariff had resulted 
in an absolute loss to manufacturers of soap 
and candles, and the figures relating to that 
trade would not be reliable for the period 
asked for. The great change in the cost of 
living was due to the retail prices of eggs, 
flour, butter and bacon. He thought it better 
not to give incomplete returns, as they would 
be liable to be misunderstood. 

Major Cooper said that they were voting 
£26,000 a year for the statistical department, 
and these groups to which ‘he had referred 
ought naturally to have occupied its attention. 
He wondered how the Minister for Finance 
got the figures which he had used during the 
by-election at Cork. In the future, when an 
industry came forward and asked for pro- 
tection, they should see that information, 
such as asked for, was available. 

The motion was withdrawn.

MEANS. 


PRISONER’S STORY OF HIS 
DOWNFALL. 


At’ Ulster Assizes yesterday, a. young man, 
named Simon Cully, who was said to belong 
to Northumberland, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of obtaining money by false pretences. 

It was stated, that Cully, on the pretence 
that his mother was il] and dying, obtained 
two £5 notes from Army officers in Belfast. 

Cully told the judge that he had studied 
architecture at Edinburgh University. There 
he became associated with a set of people 
who had more money than he, and, in trying 
to keep pace with them, he got into debt. 
He ran away, and his father washed his hands 
of him, and he went to an uncle and other 
relatives, from whom he borrowed as much as 
he required from time to time. They also 
got tired of his conduct, and he tried his luck 
with acquaintances with unfortunate results, 
as one of them gave him in charge. He was 
fined at Portsmouth. Owing to the reputation 
he had obtained for borrowing money he found 
it difficult to get work. Eventually he got 
a job in the Labour Exchange in London 
sweeping floors at 22s. a week. 

Soon afterwards he went to Belfast, and 
while there met some officers whom he knew, 
and with whom he got drunk. One of the 
officers, to whom he told a fictitious story, 
gave him £5, which he “ blew’ in in one 
night. The next day the same tale induced 
another officer to part with a similar sum. 
He then returned to England. He had re- 
cently inherited £250, which his solicitors 
were instructed to use for the purpose of pay- 
ing his debts. He did not ask his lordship 
to believe that he was now perfect, because 
he knew that he would find it extremely diffi- 
cult to abandon his expensive habits.

IRELAND AND BRITTANY, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Royal Irish Academy seem to 
have a difficulty in finding a suitable curator 
for the Irish section of our National Museum. 
It goes without saying that the most suitable 
curator would be an Irishman or an Irisb- 
woman, and it is, to say the least, dis- 
couraging to hedr now that, after so many 
years of renaissance in things national, there 
ws no Irish candidate sufficiently trained to 
take the place of Mr. Westropp. 

As the guardianship and care of these 
national treasures are matters of consequence 
to us all, may I suggest that, if a suitable | 
archeologist be not found in Ireland, we 
should look for one to a country which has 
traditiong«and -archssological remains similar 
to ours, and where there are trained archreo- 
jogists used to dealing with what we may for 
convenience call examples of Celtic art? | 
refer to Brittany, a country of which Anatole 
le Bras has written, in his introduction to a 
work by a well-known Breton archgologist, 
Monsieur le Rouzic, the curator of the 
Museum at Carnac :—‘‘ Certes, la Bretagne 
entitre est un musée. vivant oú, de toutes 
parts, surgissent devant les yeux, intactes 
encore, les images d’autrefois.”” 

The several works on Breton archgology 
and folklore published by local archgeologists 
show the extent to which the remains, pre- 
historic ang otherwise, have been studied in 
that country. There is a very important 
general Museum at Rennes which contains 
a special Breton section, and there are large 
museums at Vannes, Nantes, St. Malo, 
Quimper and other centres. The most 
interesting of them all, perhaps, to Irish 
pet is the little museum at Carnac, where 
lonsieur le Rouzic takes loving care of the 
wonderful rem&ing of a Celtic civilisation 
which he helped to unearth both in the 
tumulus and in the immediate neighbourhood. 
Here, looking at the awesome rowg of pillar 
stones and huge cromlechs stretching for over 
a mile, one becomes overwhelmed with a sense 
of the oneness in origin of the Breton and 
Irish races and of the truth of Anatole le 
Braz’s remarks, 

Not at Carnac alone, but all over the 
country—at the menhirs and dolmens, at the 
medigeval Calvaries and churches; at the 
modern farmhouses where. the traditional 
Breton songs are sung; at the public fétes, 
where the ea or bagpipes, are played— 
is this feeling uppermost, North, south, east 
and west, Brittany is in truth a vast museum 
of prenene remains, as well as of medieval] 
and early modern art, developed by a people 
of the same origin as ours.—Yours, ete.

CALL FOR A REVISION OF 
TARIFFS. 


A meeting of coach and carriage builders 
and associated trade unions, callcd by the 
Cork Industrial Development Association, was 
held in Cork to consider whether protected 
legislation for the vehicle building industry 
would be considered necessary or desirable. 

The representatives of the trade were 
unanimous in their opinion that unless the 
Government decided to protect the industry 
at an early date it must necessarily cease to 
exist. 

Mr. O’Herlihy, who acted as secretary to 
the meeting, stated that the imports of carts 
and carriages for animal traction into. the 
Free State between January and October this 
year numbered 782, valued at £17,969. For 
the nine months ended September, 1924, the 
imports of rail and road vehicles were valued 
at £1,885,000. 

It was decided to recommend the calling of 
an All-Ireland Conference representative of 
Free State manufacturers and workers in the 
vehicle building industry, and the following 
resolution was passed :— fi 

“That at this meeting, representative of 
Cork ‘vehicle builders and unions, held under 
the auspices of the Cork I.D.A., it was unani- 
mously decided. to recommend the Govern- 
ment to remit or materially reduce the tariffs 
of 33 1-3 per cent, and 22 2-9 per cent. 
ad valorem on chassis and motor parts not 
manufactured in An Saorstat, place. a 
substantial tariff on motor bodies, horse and 

ony-drawn vehicles, ard wheeles’ thereof, 
ramcars and railway carriages.”

DUBLIN FISH TRADE 


DISPUTE, 
SS 


NO IMMEDIATE PROSPECT OF | 


SETTLEMENT. 


_ This is the eleventh week of the dispute 
in the Dublin fish trade, and there does not 
appear to be any immediate prospect of a 
return to normal conditions. At Sir John 
Rogerson’s quay the ten steam trawlers which 
for a number of years were éngaged in deep 
sea fishing remain tied up, with watchmen 
on board. The crews, to the number of ~bout 
eighty, remain unemployed. 

At Ringsend some of the boats of the fishing 
fleet have been dragged up on dry land, so 
that only a small proportion of those engaged 
in the industry a few months ago are now 
following their calling. The stoppage at the 
Dublin fish markets caused the majority of 
the Ringsend fishing community to cease 
operations. Some of the men have gone to 
other work. | 

Amongst the proprietors of the trawlers the 
opinion is held that, having adopted a certain 
attitude when the trouble arose in the middle 
of September, it would not be judicious to do 
anything further until there is a termination 
of the present causes of antagonism between 
the men who handle the fish in the market. 
During the period that has intervened since 
the opening of the trouble more than one at- 
tempt has been made to find a solution of the 


| difficulty, but without success. One gentle- 


man who acted as an intermediary for some 
time said that all hope was now centred in 
the attitude adopted at the recent meeting in 
the Shelbourne Hotel. 

Asked if another effort to settle the matter 
before Christmas was likely to be made, he 
replied in the negative. ‘‘ I am hopeful,’’ he 
said, “ that the new year will see a change 
in the situation, and one that will be very 
much for the better.” 

During the last few weeks, notwithstanding 
the fact that the markets are non-operative, 
the supply of fish to the city has been well 
maintained. A great deal of it comes from 
across the Irish Sea, but a big effort has been 
made by some of the fishermen from Howth 
and Mulbbiensa.snd other centres within mode- 
rate reach of Dublin. The catches from these 
places are as a rule purchased by the “ fore- 
stallers,’’ who have made arrangements for the 
supply of certain restaurants and luncheon 
bars, as well as many of the hawkers. All 
the cross-Channel consignments are taken by 
the local fish merchants. Thus the Dublin 
fish markets are for the moment out of 
action, but the citizens are not suffering much 
inconvenience or dsappontment.
